2. Claims 1 , 4-1 5, and 1 8-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 4-7, 
15, and 18-22 are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a 
circuit wherein the plurality of intermediate phase shift digital delay lines comprises a 
ninety, one hundred and eighty, and two hundred and seventy degree phase shift digital 
delay line in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims. Claims 8-14 are is 
allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit including a first 
and second multiplexer as disclosed in the claims in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claims.
